The division w as taken on the 
opposition's am end m en t to the address 
in reply to th e speech from the throne, 
urging fiscal reform , w ith special refer­ 
ence to the proposed reciprocity agree­ 
m ent betw een C anada and th e United 
States, which was moved W ednesday 
by Austen Cham berlain. 
The am en d ­ 
m ent was rejected by a vote of 324 to 
222. 
T he N ationalists, who heretofore 
have alw ays abstained from voting in 
fiscal divisions, on this occasion sup­ 
ported th-* governm ent, as did also 
th e Laborites. 
Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposi­

Saloon Mon May Fight South 


Dakota Daylight Law.

S tates is found in the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia, according to figures given out 
by th e census bureau. 
T hese figures 
show th a t n th e D istrict th ere are 214 
farm s, con irising 6,000 acres, with a 
value of $6,301,000 


Sioux Falls, S. D., Feb. l l . — The pas­ 
sage by the state legislature of w hat 
is know n as th e daylight saloon bill, 
requiring the closing of saloons In 
South D akota at 9 o ’clock at night, 
w ith an em ergency clause attached, 
has given rise to a discussion as to 
the legal right of th e legislature to 
attac h an em ergency clause to such 
a m easure. 
Inasm uch as the present licenses of 
the saloons in South D akota do not 
term in ate until July I next, and w ere 
gran ted under present conditions and 
in accordance with the state license 
law which has been in effect m any 
years, and which 
fixes 
th e closing 
tim e a t l l o ’clock at night, it is prac­ 
tically certain th a t if an a ttem p t is 
m ade to enforce the provision of the 
daylight law requiring saloons to close 
at 9 o’clock th e a tte m p t will be re­ 
sisted in the courts 
A ttorneys w ho have investigated the 
m a tte r say th a t the liquor dealers e n ­ 
tered into a ’ con tract with the state, 
in good faith, to sell liquor legally un 
til July I next and 
the state can 
not 
violate 
th e contract 
any more 
th an saloon men could violate it by 
keeping 
their business 
places open 
after ll o’clock a t night or on S u n­ 
days or holidays, which they are pro­ 
hibited from doing by the present li­ 
cense law of th e state. 
A decision of 
the co urts upon this feature will be 
aw aited w ith interest. 
The whole question of the pow er of 
the legislature to attach an em erg en­ 
cy clause to a law for the purpose of 
preventing it from being subm itted to 
the voters of the sta te also may be 
gone over. 
T he state constitution ex­ 
em pts from th e provisions of the ref­ 
erendum am endm ent only “such laws 
as may be necessary for the iinmedi 
ate preservation of th e public peace, 
health or safety, support of the state 
g ov ern m en t and Its existing public 
Institutions.”

answ ered to th e call of “taps.” 
T h e 
j d e a th of Mr. Jew ell has been expected 
for som e w eeks by the m em bers of 
th e fam ily and Intim ate friends, and 
m a n y w ere at his bedside w hen his 
dem ise occurred. 
M arshall 
H. Jew ell 
was born 
at 
H ector, on the ban ks of Seneca lake 
in New York state, April 29, 1857. 
In 
1882 Mr. Jew e'! w as m arried to R ate 
T. W oods of Indianapolis and they 
have tw o children, Paul, aged four­ 
teen , and Ralph, aged eleven. Mr. Jew ell 
w as secretary of the Republican te r­ 
ritorial 
co m m ittee and 
w as chosen 
secreta ry of the sta te Republican com ­ 
m ittee in 1893. 
In Novem ber, 1903, 
he 
was 
appointed 
reg ister 
of 
th e 
U nited S tates land office at B ism arck, 
w hich office he has held since th a t 
time. 
M. H. Jew ell h a s probably done as 
m uch as any one m an in the state for 
th e ad van cem en t of N orth Dakota. H e 
has 
been liberal with his tim e and 
m oney, h as been to the front in every 
public en terp rise and has built up a 
friendship over th e en tire state th a t 
Is probably stro n g er and more sincere 
th a n has been th e experience of any 
o th e r resident of N orth D akota 
His 
d eath is a severe blow to the state. 
H is illness d ates from the night of 
th e last 
general 
election, w hen 
he 
w ent to his hom e for th e last time. H e 
had been w orking night and day in 
th e discharge of his duties as editor 
of 
the T ribune and register of 
th e 
land office and in m aking preparations 
for the election rep o rt he overdid him ­ 
self and his illness w as the result. 
H e appeared to rally for a time, but 
dilation of the h e a rt set in and this, 
com plicated with nervous breakdow n 
and 
later pneum onia, 
hastened the 
end.

It is very h a rd to rally a party on an 
old issue.

proposed 
am en d ­ 
m ent as reported m eans th a t th e fo ur­ 
teenth and fifteenth am en d m ents to 
th e 
constitution, 
guaranteeing 
tho 
right of the negroes to vote, will be 
wip**d ou t if it is adopted. 
“T his is w h at the civil w ar m eant,” 
said one senator. 
“ It w as for equal

Not Difficult to Domesticate, but Hard 
to Keep Alive. 
"T h e reason so few moose are seen 
in captivity in the p ark s and circuses 
of th e country is not localise they are 
naturally too wild to fie dom esticated, 
dear | but because they usually do not live 
long in captivity,” said a St. P aul m an. 
"My fa th e r was for m any years a set­ 
tler in northern Minnesota, and a t d if­ 
ferent tim es in his experience he had 
three moose on bis hom estead which 
recognized him as th eir m aster. 
"All the anim als were cap tu red w hen 
they w ere (c ry young, and iii each in­ 
stance it took them only a few days to 
become app aren tly attach ed to fa th e r 
and bis sm all farm. 
F or tw o o r three 
weeks he would keep them fenced iii 
nnd then would allow them to roam 
around at will. 
They w ould be gone 
for tw o o r three hours, or perh aps half 
a day at a time, but alw ay s cam e back 
all right. 
By allow ing them the run 
of tin* prem ises this w ay they m et 
practically the sam e conditions as lf 
they 
we're 
wild in the 
forest, and 
therefore w ere alw ay s in good health, 
but 
the moment any of them were 
shipped to the city a change w as no­ 
ticeable. 
“T w o of the anim als w ere sold to 
city 
park 
associations 
a t 
different 
times, and in each instance the moose 
finally 
died. 
They 
seem ed 
willing 
enough to rem ain In the parks, b u t 
conditions w ere not such as they w ere 
used to, and from the first it w as to 
be seen th a t 
they 
w ere falling lu 
health. 
A moose can stan d all sorts 
of h ardships in tin* woods, but when 
he is in captivity lack of exercise or 
lack of proper food or lack of some- j 
thing else jm is him on th e dow n grade, 
and as a rule lie passes In his checks 
in a few w eeks or a few m onths a t the 
outside.
